elfewhcre ? The number of bapnfms 
and burials, for the period of feven 
years, ending 1793, sis alfo for an equal 
portion of time a century back, is ex- 
empli hed in the two fubfequent tables.

bu (lund man, was a bullock~dri*er with 
the Englifh arroy in the war of 1792, 
and was made a prifoner by Tippoo, 
^vho cut off his nofe and one of his 
hånds. In this ftate he joined the 
Bombay army near Seringaoatam, and 
is now a pen (ioner of the Honourable 
Eaft India Company. For above 12 
months he remained without a nofe, 
when hc had a new one put on by a 
man of the Brickmaker caft, ncar Poo- 
nah. This operation is not uncommon 
in India, and has been pra&ifed from 
time immemorul. Two of the medicai 
gentlemen, Mr. Thomas Crufo and 
Mr. James Trindlay, of the Bombay 
prefidtney, have feen it performed, as 
follows: A thin plate of wax is fitted 
to the ftump of the nofe, fo a9 to make 
a nofe of a good appearance. It is then 
flatcehed, and laid on the forehead. A 
line is drawn round the wax, and the 
operator then diffcéts off as mueh Ikin 
as it covered, leaving undivided a fmall 
flip between the eyes. This flip pre- 
ferves the circufation till an union has 
taken place between the new and old 
parts. The cicatrix of tbe ftump of 
the nofe is next pared off, and irome- 
diately behind this raw part an incifion 
is made through the fkin, which paffet 
around both aU, and goes aleng the 
upper lip. The fkin is now brought 
down from the forehead, and, being 
twifted half round, irs edge is inferted 
into this incifton, fo that a nofe is 
formed with a double hold above, and 
with its al* and frptum 1 below fixed m 
the incifion. A iittle Ttrra Japomkait 
foftened with water, and being fpread 
,on flips of doih, five or fix of thefe are 
placed over each other, to fecurc the 
joining. No other dreffing but this ce¬ 
ment is ufed for four days. It is then 
removed, and cloths dipped in ghee (a 
kind of butler) are applied. The con- 
nefting flips of fkin art divided about 
tbe 251I1 day, when a Iittle more diffee- 
tion is neceffary to improve the appear- 
aoce of the new nole. For five or fix 
days after the operation, tbe patient it 
made to lie on his back 5 nod, oa the

tenth day, bits of foft cloth are put into 
the noftrils, to kccp tht*m fufficiently 
open. This operation is very generally 
fuccefsfui. The artificial nofe is fecure, 
and looks nearly as well as the natural 
one; nor is the fear on the forehead 
very oblervable after a length of time. 
The pifture from which this' engraving 
is made was painted in January, 1794, 
ten months after the operation.

If he can 
prove, that, in the cafes generally fup- 
pofed to be hydrophobic, the caninc 
virus is not concerned j if he can only 
fatisfy the unfortunate, rhat the efftft« 
of the bite of a rabid animal never ap- 
pear at any diftant per i od, he will de- 
ferve well of the publlck, he will im- 
mortalize his name by the difeovery; 
but, unlefs he can do this, l fear his 
letter will only tend to luil the patient 
into a fal fe fecurity; and, from the 
neglcft of the ufual precautions, render 
one of the moft deplorable maladies to 
which hUman nature is obnoxious, 
mueh more frequent and incurable.
